Re Item V 

1. D1 (US5141661) describes an ethylene/alpha-olefin copolymer that is first grafted 
with perfluoro glycidyl methacrylate and then functionalized by reaction with a fluorine- 
containing carboxylic acid. 

D2 (WO02072648) discloses a fluorine-containing ethylene copolymer obtained by 
copolymerizing of ethylene with a fluorinated (meth)acrylate. 

Claim 1 of the present application discloses the reaction product between 1) a 
copolymer made of ethylene and glycidyl (meth)acrylate that is non-fluorinated . and 
2) a fluorine-containing carboxylic acid. 

The subject-matter of claims 1-12 of the present application is therefore novel (Article 
33(2) PCT). 

2. None of the cited documents suggests the subject matter of claim 1 of the present 
application in order to have a fluorine-containing ethylene copolymer that is melt- 
processable and has a low surface tension. 

The subject-matter of claims 1-12 of the present application involves therefore an 
inventive step (Article 33(2) PCT)~.
